TOTALLY OBSCURED FOR 

MORE THAN TWO HOURS 

June 28th. 

On Sunday morning, June 28th. 
there will be almost a total eclipse 
I of the suu. Should the weather be 
j clear on that date, midday will 
seem like the dusk of the evening. 
T.ie eclipse will begin at Washing- 
t in, D. C., at 9:2? o'clock in the 
raorniug and will end at 12:41 
o’clock making the hours it will be 
visible in this section of the 
country from 10:27 o’clock until 
1:41 o’clock. Our time being one 
hour later than Washington time. 

The eclipse will be total in 
Southern Florida and about 75 per 
cent, of total in the other sections. 

There was a partial eclipse of 
the sun last January but at that 
time only a small part of the suu 
was obscured and then only for a 
! few minutes, and as a result it was 
hardly noticeable except by 
astronomers; but the eclipse 
scheduled for the latter part of 
this month will be visible with the 
naked eye, while most of the sun 
eclipses of the past were only 
visible through smoked glasses.

DOG TAX LAW 



UPHELD BY APPELLATE 
COURT. 



The constitutionality of the “dog 
tax law” enacted by the General 
Assembly of i9o6 was upheld this 
morning by the Court af Appeal, 
Judge Barker writing the opinion. 
Chief Justice O’ Rear, Judges Nunn 
and Carroll dissent. The case at 
bar is that of W. Glore, Sheriff, 
against Womack, on appeal from 
the Carter Circuit Court. 

After disposing of the objection 
to the law that it violates section 51 
of the Constitution is its title, the 
court holds that it is not a violation 
of sections 17 1, 172 or 174. It 
holds that the law was intended 
for police regulation and not a rev- 
enue statute. Declaring that dogs 
are appropriate subjects of regula- 
tion under the police power of the 
State, the court says, this “is estab- 
lished by an overwhelming weight 
of judicial authority, and unques- 
tionably it is entirely within the 



power of the Legislature to prohib- 
it the ownership of dogs at all. 
We,do not thing it can be doubled 
that if it is competent for the Leg- 
islature to prohibit the ownership 
of dogs, or to prohibit them 
running at large, it is also compe- 
tent to impose any other regulation 
which in its wisdom is best adapted 
to promote the sheep industry.

Platform la in Hand, Awaiting Con- 



vention's Formal Ratification. 



That the full text of the plat- j 
form which will be adopted at the Chi- j 
cago convention and on which the Re- 1 
publican party will stand during the I 
next campaign has been completed ■ 
with the exception of a few details, i 
which will be left for the committee j 
on resolutions to insert, Is the opinion i 
of many who are In the confidence of 
the Republican leaders. The work has 
been done by Hon. Wade Ellis, attor- 
ney general of Ohio, the draftsman of 
the recent Ohio state platform; Sena- 
tor Hopkins, who will be the chairman 
of the oommlttee on resolutions Sena- 
tor Long of Kansas, and a few others 
including the president and Secretary 
Taft, who have been freely consulted. 

The policies of President Roosevelt 
will be indorsed unequivocally, and 
this indorsesement will be the central 
idea of the document. These policies 
will be set forth as the embodiment of 
ihe principles of the Republican party, 
whose achievements will be lauded as 
at all times wise and beneficent. The 
Republican party’s record as the party 
of protection and sound money, as the 
party of progress and good principles, 
as the party that gave freedom to 
Cuba and lifted the yoke from the 
necks of the people of the Philippines 
and from Portfli Rioo. will be upheld 
for admiration and made the subject 
of much praise, and the voting public 
will be asked to continue to patronize 
the political craft that has carried It 
across so many streams. 

Specifically speaking, more attention 
lias been given by the platform makers 
to the tariff than any other subject. 
There will be an unequivocal declara- 
tion for revision; but the disposition 
Is to leave the working out of details 
to the ingenuity of congress.

>een no such legislation. Congress 
vlll be congratulated on the Aldrich- 
Vreeland measure as being in the in- 
erest of sound finance and as calcu- 
ated to protect the business world 
gainst possible panics in the near fu- 
ure and at the same time provide for 
he permanent improvement of our 
urrency system through the recom- 
uendations which it is anticipated will 
e made by the commission appointed 
nder the new law. 

The Republican administration will 
Iso be complimented on the passage 
luring the Fifty-ninth congress of the 
ailroad rate law. The president will 
Iso be given much credit for recent 
"glslation looking to the preservation 
f the forests, the conservation of the 
>ublic domain in the Interest of the 
ntire country and the reclamation of 
he arid lands of the West. The con- 
dition will place Itself on record as 
avoring such an amendment of the 
Iherman anti-trust law as will enable 
he railroads to enter into reasonable 
raffle agreements without tuking the 
iak of prosecution In the criminal 
ourts. In this connection there will 
.e pronouncement in favor of uational 
ontrol as against national ownership, 
’ognlzance will be taken of the de- 
nands of labor to the extent of rec- 
unmending such legislation as will in- 
ure labor organizations against snap 
udgment by the courts in the issu- 
ince of injunctions without due notice 
.•r necessary hearing. There will be 
1 trust resolution along the lines of 
hat embraced in the platform of 1900. 
)ur management of affairs in the Phil- 
ppines will be extolled. As usual the 
datform will declare for the protec- 
ion of the civil liberties of the negro 
ace. There will be a strong declara- 
lon In favor of the continued improve- 
nent of the navy. There will be a 
vord In favor of the maintenance of 
he army on Its present basis, but no 
•ecommendation for Its enlargement. 

V liberal pension policy for the future 
will be advocated.
